Religious Feud- 

The Ontftrio LegiHlaturo is uiulev a 
cloud juHt now. A bill to inoorporatc 
the Christiaa BrotherliocKl, ii llonuui 
Catholic order, passed willi no oppo- 
sition wortli speaking about. A bill 
to incorporate the Ox-ange Association 
of Ontario evoked a perfect storm of 
opposition. Those who supported 
the n^easui'e contended that it Tvas no 
more objectionable from a Eoman 
• Catholic point of view than the 
Brotherhood bill was, viewed from a 
Protestant standpoint, and that legis- 
lation ought to be fair to both parties. 
The opponents of the Orange bill con- 
tended that there was little or no 
parallelism, that the Orange institution 
was a strictly secret society, and Mr. 
Frazor produced and rend a copy of 
the oath of the order by -vvny of sns- 
tainiug the contention. After a leii^^Uiy 
and very acrimonious debate, a motion 
to refer the bill back to Committee in 
order to comply with a formahty in 
its promotion occasioned a division 
which may be taken as approxiinately 
indicating th3 relative strengtli of 
those for and against the measure. 
The vote stood US yeas, to ;iO nays, 
showing a thin House, in all proba- 
bility many membera ratting. This 
division cannot properly be acccpte d 
as a test of xKiliticd party streiij^th. 
Indeed a notable feature of the ease 
consists in the fact that we find the 
leader of the Govormucut (i[r. Mowat) 
voting in favor of tlu^ l)ill, and Messi-s 
Crooks, McKellar, Pardee, and Scott, 
four members of the (rovernment, 
voting against it! The bill had not 
como to a second reading when the 
mail left; but several of the usually 
warmest supporters of the Government 
were understood to be prepared to 
cross to the Opposition benches should 
four Ministers be found opposing the 
bill on its second reading. The ques- 
tion excited much interest and jour- 
nals inimical to the e.\^isting .Vdmiuis- 
tration professed to see in it the l.)e,L,aii- 
ning of the end of the Grit govoruuiont. 
It seems to be cause for regret that 
some other question could not have 
been hit upon to test the streiif,4h of 
parties. A change of government upou 
such a question would scarcely con- 
duce to the promotion of that spirit of 
religious liberty and toleration in 
which we had hoped to see Ontario 
setting a noble example. 

Important Measures- 
It will have been seen from our Do- 
minion Parliamentary summary that 
the Hon. Peter Mitchell, on the first 
day of the session, gave notice of two 
measures both of whicli have an im- 
portant bearing on the maritime inter- 
ests of British Cohnubia. That which 
aims at doing away with deck-luadiug 
ships during certain mouths of tlie year 
will probably operate prejudicially to 
the lumbering interests of this pro- 
vince. "We arc led to believe tiiat, nn 
an average, voshgI.'* resorting to Burrard 
Inlet for lumbernarry ono-fourth of their 
cargo on deck. Vessels engaged in the 
Puget Sound lumber trndo do the same 
thing. It will readily bo seen tlial if vos- 
Hels leaving Burriird Inlot .iro proliibitod 
from carrying deckdoads,ftnd vessels sidl- 
ing from ports on Puget Sound arc still 
permitt'ed to carry deck-loads, wo shall 
Iiave either to pay liiglicr freight riitcs 
than Pugot Koiind, or sec the .sliip[)ing 
give us the go-by. In other words, wo 
ahall not bo able to compote with our 
neighbors. Tliis is, iudciid, ii stiricnis 
matter, and one that should be treatod as 
such. In enacting a measure of this na- 
ture, ■would it not bo well that the Domi- 
nion Govornmeiit should endeavor to 
make a tfeaty arrngomcnt with tlio United 
Statea, in order to secun-, if jio.ssihlo, 
uniforniity V If, as it is (.'ontenilod, the 
ineaauro is neces.sary for the due preserva- 
tion of lite and property on the higli soas, 
it is just as mucu needed in American as 
in 'Canadian waters, and it would, tliern- 
foro, Hoinu to be a nicst litlin;; sidijeot fen- 
international action. ()nrs is imt tlio 
only instance iu which JJominion mari- 
time interests would suffer; and it is for 
I'arliamont to consider well the inilnonee 
of such a measure upon the important 
shipping interests of the country. I'or- 
ha})s, however, a more ready and praelic- 
ablo mode of acooniplishing thai olijeijt 
would Ijo for our reprosontativ(>s to make 
such ropresontfitions as would, for tlie 
present, exempt iJritish Columbia from 
the operations of the measure.

Tlie San Juan Qnestlon- 

(IntUe Honiflof Lords on theioth P«b.) 
The Earl of Lauderdale, in rising to 
ask a c]uestiou on this subject, said his 
inquiry was a nautical ono. Ho had 
Home knowledge of tho channel in re- 
aped of wliich the Emperor ofGonna- 
ny had made his award. Though the 
Haro was the channel, the boundary 
line was still an open question. He 
therefore wished to impress on the 
Government the necessity of having 
tho lino itself accurately traced on. an 
autliorized chart. AVlieii it was so 
traced it ought to bo signed by the 
Commissioners appointed to settle it. 
When he was on active sei'vico it used 
to be said that the man who went to 
sea without a chart knew littlo of his 
business. Well, lie thought that those 
who atLein])ed to settle this matter in 
18415 went to sea without a chart, or, 
if they had one, this line was not mark- 
ed on it. The Haro was the widest 
and deepest of tlio channels in those 
waters, and its depth was a great draw- 
back to the navigation. There was no 
anchorage in it, and its (bourse was 
soniethiug like two Z's. Tho tides in- 
stead of running through the Channel, 
nm across it. For 8te.:m3r8 it did very 
well, but it was not by any means suit- 
able for sailing vessels such as those 
which carried the luiuher on those seas. 
If the Americans chose to fortify San 
Juan our ships must pass under their 
guns. The Rosario would have been 
the channel for us, and we ought to 
have got it, seeing that up to 1846 the 
CoUiinbian river was the clear aud dis- 
tinct boundary. AVo had given up 
ti:t,(IO() miles of land, and a country 
in which there was much gold, to the 
Americans. What we had given up 
was value for 20 millions sterling, 
while the Americans had never given 
up anything to us. Ho mu.st make a 
slight correction in that last statement, 
for he believed they liad given us up 
the navigation of a river in the Arctic 
regions. (A laugh,) While we insieted 
on the Rosario, the Americans insisted 
ou the Haro Channel. Lord Russell 
proposed as a compromise the Middle 
Clianuel, and farther than that wo 
ought never to have gone. Wo wore 
on good terms with tho Indians. Thero 
was war to the knife between them 
and tho Americans. This might lead 
to squabbles with the Indians coming 
to our islands. Then quarrels woulcl 
be likely to arise in consequence of the 
difl'ercnt tarifl's of this country and tho 
L'nited States. The Alabama claims 
were only a joko to this matter, so 
great was its iniijortfiice ; but he was 
oi opinion that the Treaty of Wash- 
ington was a degrading one as regards 
this country. As for the Americans, 
the only cpiestion with them had been 
how much money could they get out of 
us. He begged to ask whether any 
and what measures had been taken to 
finally settle the boundary line in tho 
San Junii cpiarter and whether it was 
to be marked down on a Bea chart and 
signed by Commissioners appointed 
fop that purpose by both nations. That 
was the question ho had put on the 
paper; but he begged in addition to 
ask what constPucti(ui was to bo placed 
oji those wm-da cd' the Treaty of 1S4G:- 
" Provided always that said channel 
shall bo free for the navigation of both 
parties," 

Earl Granville. — The noble and 
galhuit earl has not confined himself to 
the (piestion of which he has given 
notice. He has gone,ashe has a perfect 
right to do, ill to many matters more 
or less coiinecteil with this question. 
He has given us the history of the last 
28 years connected with it. I think, 
as to his observations on the Treaty of 
lH4(i, ho will recollect that as it was 
made by a Conservative Government, 
it is not my business todcifond it. As to 
tho hypothetical cases he has put- 
respecting wl:at the Americans would 
have done if the award had not been 
in their favour — it is impossible to give 
him a definite answer; but I will give 
a clear, and, I think, a perfectly satis- 
factory aiisw(U" to the questicm of 
whi-jh ho has given iiolico. The noble 
and gallant earl expressod niucli alapm 
that, this question being decided 
against us, some points should still bo 
left open to fiicino nusconoeption. I 
thiuk tlmt nlarin most roasonable on 
the part of tho noble aud gallant eapl. 
Tlie Treaty of 1840 professed to decide 
what should bo the lioundarios bo- 
tw(;cii cuir pos.iessions in North America 
and the United States. Althoup;h it 
was not in the Treaty, a Commission 
wns appointed fop tho purpose of draw- 
ing tlie lino doKcribod by that Treaty. 
Tlie (.loinnhssiiuierii mot, ami were 
pepfeclly agreed as to tlui lino until it 
reai-hed a point on the Georgian Gulf. 
Tium they dil'l'ered. The Amoiicnn 
Comraissionor contended that it ought 
to bo drawn down tho Haro Channel. 
Wo contended that it ought to be 
drawn down tho llosario Chunnol. 
SiacQ that time tbo noble and gallftot 



carl knows how impossible it has been, 
notwithstanding, various attemi)ts, to 
settle the question by arbitration or 
comijromise. As I said tho other 
evening, tho compromise jiroposed by 
Earl Russell was to take the middle 
Channel, which was not known at the 
time tlie Treaty of 1846 was made, and 
was quite a ditl'erent line from the 
Rosario Channel, for which we had 
always contended. Considered as a 
compromise, tliis bad a great disadvan- 
tage of giving us nil wo cared to have 
and taking away from tha Americans 
all they wished for, because all that 
either party cared for was tho Island of 
San Juan, and the Middle Channel 
would have given us that. The Com- 
missioners having differed on the point 
to which I have referred, various nego- 
tiations followed, and the question has 
at last been settled by an award un- 
favorable to us. On tiie 21st of October 
last the Emperor of Germany made 
his award; and we thought it right 
without loss of time to take measures 
to carry the award into efl'oct. In the 
first place, we gave instructions for 
evacuation of that part of San Juan 
of "which wo held military occupation, 
and then wo took steps to obviate the 
difficulty which the noble and gallant 
earl has pointed out. Fortunately, 
Admiral Keppel, our member of the 
{'omniission, had never given up his 
commission; and wo therefore sent at 
once to t'ue Government of 
tho United States a propoial 
that the Commission should re- 
Miino its labours, and we also suggested 
that, as a complete survey of those \YatorB 
had been made, it would "not be necessary 
for the Commissioners to meet on the spot. 
At tho same time wo desired the Hydro- 
graplior of tho Navy, with Admiral Kep- 
pel, to go over tho chart and draw the 
e.xact lino which they considered to be 
in conformity with the award of the Em- 
l)cror of Gennanj. They did so. Soon 
rtfterwards an answer camo from tho Unit- 
ed Htat(!s, agreeing to tho renewal of tho 
Commission, and also agreeing that the 
survey was complete, aud that it was not 
necessary to have any further examina- 
tion on tho spot. The Government of the 
United States sent to this country a chart 
on which was drawn the line according to 
their view, and I am happy to say that 
though not absolutely tiio saino as oura, 
it is as nearly identical as could be ex- 
pected. \ye liave sent out Admiral Kep- 
jiol to the United States, witU power, 
conjointly "with Sir Edvyard Thornton, to 
sign four maps, two to be retained by 
each country, and to come to a decision as 
to the e.xact lino whore there was some 
variation between the linos marked on the 
charts I have just mentioned. The Uni- 
ted States' Government have taken the 
necessary steps with the Senate to author- 
ize what they have done, and I hope that 
in a very short time indeed this matter 
will bo comidetoly and satisfactorily set- 
tled.

The Earthquake's Doinss- 

Mr. Covington, who has a trading post 
on tho Columbia river, at White Stone, 
informs us that he spent the winter in that 
country, and was there at the time of the 
earthquake last winter. Ho says that he 
counted 

O.NK nrXDRED AND FOBY-TWO DISTINCT 

SUOCKS, 

Continuing at irregular intervals for 
forty-two days. At one place he saw a 
crack in the surface of the earth which is 
now open for about one hundred and fifty 
yards in length, and is from two to three 
feet wide at the top, and is from two to six 
feot deep. At another place ho saw 
where tho bank of the Columbia river 
had 

CAVED OFF AND SETTLED DOWN 

For two or three hundred yards in length 
and for a width of about fifty yards. Tho 
mountains and dill's were so shaken up 
and ai)pear to bo so greatly agitated and 
disturbed that largo masses of rock are 
still constantly falling, tumbling and 
sliding down. 

COURSE OF THE COLUMBIA OBANaED. 

Formerly thero was a stream or outlet 
to Lake Chelan about about a quarter of 
a mile long, by which tho waters of that 
lako were emptied into tho Coluinbia-- 
now, however, tho river h.is changed its 
course so that it runs to tho lower end 
of tho lako, and the two bodies of water 
unite. Our informant says that the Indi- 
ans tell him that about thirty miles below 
White Stone, ^a high clilf or mountain 
which formerly stood on tho right bank 
of tho Columbia Kiver now stands on tho 
left, and that thoy can now easily ford the 
river at that point. 

A nOILlNQ LAKK. 

They also s.ny that a lake about fifteen 
miles from tho mouth of the Okanagan 
River has boon agitated, and a dense black 
smoke seems to issue from its bosom all 
tho time. Mr. Covington inclines to be- 
lieve the story, for he says that nt White 
Stone the sun has not been plainly visible 
half a dozen times during the Winter be- 
cause of a

that I'angs over the wliolo country. From 
all that we can learn, tho shocks were 
more 8e\ero in tho country up the Colum- 
bia river, aud tho eH'ects more noticeable 
thau in any other locality. 

NATURAL URIDOE. 

It is also reported that tho earthquake 
made a bridge across the Columbia, at or 
near Port Shepherd. This is in British 

Columbia, about thirtonu miles north of 
the boundary line. Wo havo not talked 
with any one who has seen it, but heard 
it from so many sources that thero may bo 
Hamothing in it; and it not altogether 
im|iroliablo that (iiHili a thing might occur 
as tho banks are known to bo porpondicu- 
lur in many plaeiMi, and a slight distur- 
bance of the earth might clause them to 
to]>plo togollicr.
